An Important Circular. 


WASIllNOTOH, Nov. 4.—The depart- 


ment of justice, through Solicitor-Gen 
oral Aldrloh, acting attorney-general 
has Issued nn important statement as 
o tho relations of federal and stat 
officers at the election polling places. 
Ho says: 


"The attention of the department hav 
ng been called to alleged instruc 
ilons to the police and state officers In 
Alabama, Arkansas and New York 
with reference to their conduct toward 
such deputy United States marshals as 
may bo la attendance at the polling 
places, Acting Attorney-General Al- 
drioh rules as follows: 
"Such Instructions bring their authors 


and all persons attempting to carry 
them Into effect within tho provisions 
of sections 5518 and55Mof the crim- 
inal statutes of tho United States. 
In view of ivhosoTprovisions it is not 
thought that any person or combination 
of persons will scolt in any way to in- 
terfere with the marshals in the dis- 
charge of their duties. Any such inter- 
ference will be rigorously prosecuted. 
Tho marshals and their deputies are at 
such polling places as peace officers and 
nonpnrtisons, and their instructions 
allow no discrimination for or against 
any party. An honest ballot and a 
fair count is what 
the law was 


designed to provide, and its constitu- 
tionality 
has

Lake Front lands to the railroad, had 
been repealed by the act of 1873 so far 
as that repealing act infringed upon 
vested rights. To that extent he held 
that the railroad company was entitled 
to retain the portion of the lake sur- 
face reclaimed by it under the provi- 
sions of the law of 1805. Further en- 
croachments or extensions, however, 
were prohibited. This decision, it is 
understood, is satisfactory to the Chi- 
cago officials. 
Second. The supreme court may re- 


versethe judgment of the circuit court m 
which case the jrarties would find them- 
selves where they stood at the begin- 
ning of the litigation with their rights

Third, It may hold the law of I860 to 


be valid as against the act of 1878 and 
thus confirm the claim of the railroad 
company to the right to use the lands 
covered by the grant. This would give 
to the railroad company tho full extent 
of its claim. 
That any fauthentic statement as to 


the probable decision of the court has 
been given out by any one implies an 
imputation npon the discretion or in- 
tegrity of the court, which is felt to be 
entirely unwarranted, yet from the na- 
ture of things It is impossible to obtain 
any statement In denial of the conflict- 
ing rumors so industriously circulated.

P°"InS'tuls connection I advise that you 
and each of your deputies, general and 
•special,' have a right to summon to your 
assistance In preventing and 1«flliaB 
disorder, every person m tho district 
above 16 years of age, whatever may bo 
their occupation, whether civilians or 
not, and including tho military of nil 
denominations! militia, soldiers or ma- 
rines, all of whom are alike bound to 
obey you. The fact that they are or- 
ganized as military bodies (whether of 
the state or of tho United States) un- 
der the Immediate command of their 
own officers, does not in any wise af- 
fect their legal character. They are 
still the posse commitatus.

Two Extracts .From the Ballot Law 


Section 28. No person whatever shall 


do any electioneering or solioitirg :of 
votes on election day within any polling 
place or within one hundred (100) feet of 
any polling place; no person shall inter- 
rupt, hinder or oppose any voter while 
approaching the polling place for the 
purpose of voting. Whoever shall viol- 
ate the provisions ot this section shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than 
twenty-five ($25) -nor more than one 
hundred dollars ($100) for each and 
every offense; and it shall be the duty ot 
the judges of election to enforce the pro- 
visions of this section. 


Bee, 29. Any voter who shall, except 


as herein otherwise provided, allow his 
ballot to bo seen l>y any person with an 
nppurent intention of letting it be known 
how be is about to vote, or who shall 
make a f alse statement KB to his inability 
to mark hia ballot, or any person who 
shall interfere, or attempt to interfere, 
with tviy voter, when inside said inclosed 
space, or when marking his ballot, or 
who shall endeavor to induce any voter 
bafcre voting to show how he msrka.or 
has marked hie ballot, shall be punished 
by a line of not less than flye dollars 
(85) nor more than one hundred dollars 
($100), and it shall be the duty of the 
eleotlon judges to enforce the provisions 
of this section.

•What tbe People Get for Their 


Money—Perfect Time Day 


and Night. 


The new clock in the new court home 


townr is in (nil operation and gives stand- 
ard time. 


And an the hours roll by, day and 


night, the for reaching sound of the deep- 
toned bell ia heard miles and miles away. 


Residents of towns in the country and 


farmers can set their watches and docks 
by the stroke of the bell and no one in 
future will have any excuse for being 
behind time, going to bed too early or 
getting np too late. 


A BiPOBLioiN reporter visited the 


tower last evening and saw the olook in 
operation, and was uncomfortably close 
to the bell when it etrnnk the hour of 
four. 
The clock is a neat piece ot 


mechanism, strong and substantial and 
perfectly adjusted. It is an eight day 
Seth Thomas tower clock, made by the 
Beth Thomas Clock Company, of Thomas- 
town, Conn. As it stands in the tower 
below the bell, it is 6 feet one inch high. 
It h'as a pendulum eight feet long, with 
a bill at the end weighing 150 pounds. 
There is a dial on the olook as it stands 
on ihe iron frame with second, minnte 
and hour hands, to be used as an indi- 
cator and regulator for the larger dials on 
the fonr eides ot the tower. 
By the use 


of a small key, the olook and the tower 
dials can be easily adjusted. 
Every 


eight days it will be necessary for the 
court bouse janitor or the person whose 
duty it will be to perform the task to use 
the crank and wind up the clock. 
The 


weights are bung so that they will slowly 
sink down through two floors at the 
corners of the tower. 
The dials on the 


tower are each six feet and one inch iu 
diameter, though from the street they 
look but about four feet across. 


The bell is at the top ot the tower, 


which is open OD all four sides. It rests 
upon a solid frome. 
The bell was oas5 


for Una county by the Clinton H. Me- 
Neels Ball company, ot Troy, N. Y. It 
has CHUG in the metal these words: 


"MiLOS CODNTY. COUBT HoDSB, 


1891,

It has a beautiful, rich tone, and can 


be heaid further than any Dell in the 
city. 
It weighs 1,800 pounds and the 


striking hammer, which strikes the bell 
on tbe upper Bide, weighs thirty-five 
pounds. 
Tho striker falls about ten 


inches each stroke. The clock is A 1 
and so is the bell. Both were purchased 
for the court bouse by OltoE. Curtis and 
Bro. of this city, who deserve full credit 
for superior judgment displayed in select- 
ing for the county a perfect time-clock 
outfit for the tower.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—-The depart- 


ment of justice, through Solicitor-Gen- 
eral Aldrloh, acting attorney-general, 
has issued an important statement as 
to tho relations of federal and state 
officers at the election polling'places. 
II o says: 


"The attention of the department hav- 


ing been called to alleged instruc- 
tions to the police and state officers in 
Alabama, Arkansas and New York 
with reference to thoir conduct toward 
such deputy United States marshals as 
may bo ia attendance at the polling 
places, Acting Attorney-General Al- 
drich rules as follows: 


"SuehlnstructionsbrlDj? theirauthors 


and all persons attempting to carry 
them into effect within the provisions 
of sections 5518 and 552',} of the crim- 
inal statutes of the United States 
In view of ivhoso'provisions it is not 
thought that any person or combination 
of persona will seek in any way to in- 
terfere with the marshals in the dis- 
charge of their duties. Any such inter- 
ference will be rig-oroxisly prosecuted. 
Tho marshals and their deputies are at 
such polling places as peace officers and 
nonpartisans, and their instructions 
allow no discrimination for orngainst 
any party.

It contains In addition to the passages 
quoted by Mr. Aldrloh the following in 
legard to calling on troops and sheriff's 
posses: 


"In this connection I advise that you 


and each of your deputies, general and 
'special,' have a right to summon to your 
assistance In preventing and qnellin g 
disorder, every person ia the district 
above 15 years of age, whatever may bo 
their occupation, whether civilians or 
not, and including tho military of all 
denominations; militia, soldiers or ma- 
rines, all of whom ore alike bound to 
obey you. The fact that they are or- 
ganized as military bodies (whether of 
the stttte or of tho United States), un- 
der the Immediate command of their 
own officers, does not in any wise af- 
fect their legal character. They are 
still the posse commitatus."

PITTSBTBOH, Pa., Nov. 4,—There were 


about fifty people present when the 
lams case was resumed yesterday. 


Charles Hatfleld, nurse for the tentH 


regiment, saw lams strung up The 
heel of his right foot was on the 
ground. Then lams would change and 
rest on the balls of his feet 
His 


arms did not appear to be very 
straight, and the cord was not taut, 
lams asked for a chew of tobacco, which 
he swallowed. Witness said: "lanas, 
you should not have taken that tobac- 
co," and lams said: "I did it for a pur- 
pose " He said this while he was still 
strung up. About five minutes later 
lams was cut down. He then said: 
"Damn the doctors; we will fool them." 


Witness then poured the medicine 


out and lams said: "Give me that can- 
teen " He took it and took a drink and 
banded it to witness. There was beer 
in the canteen, and lams drank about 
half of it. 


"I again said to lams: 'Why did you 


take that tobacco.?' lams said 'I did it 
to fool them; I had a purpose.1 


"Monday after he was tied up I saw 


him in Homestead and asked him how 
Jiefelt. He said he was all right 
I 


asked him how his thumbs were, and 
JIB •jaid: 'They are all right,"' 


Hatfteld said lams told him that he 


would have been all right if he had not 
swallowed the tobacco. 


Edward Dougherty, of the tenth 


regiment, testified that he had seen 
lams after he was drummed out of 
camp, and lams had said that ho was 
all right, but he would get even with 
Streator. 


William Berryhill saw lams while he 


was strung up 
tarns stood on the balls 


of his feet and part of the time had 
one heel on the ground. After he was 
cut down lams told him he felt all 
right and that his thumbs were all 
right 


On cross-examination witness ad- 


mitted that he had knocked down a 
veteran of the late war because he said 
lams' punishment was unjust. 


Maj W. W Mowry of the tenth 


regiment testified about the orders far 
lams' punishment, and showed with a 
rope over the thumbs of one of the 
court tipstaves how the close hitch was 
made.

Section 28. No person whatever shall 


do any electioneering or solicitirg of 
votes on election day within any polling 
place or within one hundred (100) feet ol 
any polling place; no person shall inter- 
rupt, hinder or oppose any voter while 
approaching the polling place for the 
purpose of voting. Whoever shall viol- 
ate the provisions ot this section shall be 
pnniahed by a fine of not less than 
twenty-five ($25) -nor more than one 
hundred dollars (8100) for each and 
every offense; and it shall be the duty ot 
the judges of election to enforce the pro- 
visions of this section.

how be is about to vote, or who shall

By the use 
of a small key, the olook and the tower 
dials can be easily adjusted.

eight days it will be necessary for the 
court bonee janitor or the person whose 
duty it will be to perform the task to nse 
the crank and wind up the olook.

weights are hung so that they will slowly 
sink down through two floors at the 
corners of the tower.
